Dr.  Henry  A.  Kissinger,  re- 
nowned diplomat  and  next  guest 
speaker  in  the  Loyola  College 
lecture  series,  “A  World  in  Per- 
spective: A Look  at  the  ‘80’s,” 
today  revealed  in  an  exclusive 
interview  with  the  Loyola  Grey- 
hound, that  he  has  cancelled  his 
scheduled  appearance  in  protest 
over  the  mistreatment  of  the 
school’s  neighborhing  com- 
munities, Guilford,  Radnor- 
Winston,  and  Kernwood. 

The  Georgetown  University 
professor  cited  that  the  undue 
expansion  of  the  college  into 
some  of  the  oldest  and  most  pre- 
stigious communities  in  Balti- 
more is  a poignant  example  of 
the  destruction  of  the  social 
class  system  of  Western  civili- 
zation. 

“Living  in  the  prestigious  sec- 
tion of  Georgetown,  Washington 
D.C.,  I can  sympathize  with 
the  Guilford  neighbors.”  He 
noted  that  besides  obviously  low- 
ering the  area’s  property  values 
and  destroying  the  social  ex- 
clusivity of  the  community  with 


“commoners,”  the  expansion 
exemplified  an  even  more  serious 
sociological  problem. 

“By  infiltrating  the  area,” 
spoke  Mr.  Kissinger  with  thinly 
veiled  repugnance,  “college 
students,  Loyola  is  exposing  a 
heretofore  unravished  commun- 
ity to  the  immoral  practices  of 
the  students’  decadent 
culture.  The  presence  of  beer 
bottles,  drunken,  carousing  stu- 
dents, heavy  traffic  of  their 
sooped-up  vehicles  gives  witness 
to  the  cultural  damage  they 
inflict  on  the  families  and  pro- 
perty of  these  virgin  communi- 
ties.” 

The  professor  further  ex- 
plained that  cancelling  his  speak- 
ing engagement  will  serve  a 
two  fold  purpose.  First,  this 
action  will  necessarily  call  wit- 
ness to  the  plight  of  these  be- 
leaguered communities. 
Secondly,  Kissinger  stated, 
“By  the  time  the  administration 
refunds  all  the  ticket  sales,  Sell- 
inger  and  his  crew  will  be  set 
back  a couple  hundred  thous- 
and for  their  latest  capital  cam- 
paign. In  this  way,  I have  made 


my  contribution  to  the  preven- 
tioin  of  Loyola’s  cancerous 
growth.” 

The  reverend  Joseph  A.  Sell- 
inger,  S.J.  President  of  Loyola 
College  was  unavailable  for 
comment. 

However,  MacBarrett,  alumni 
director  and  coor- 
dinator  of  the  Perspective  series 
announced  late  today  that  Loy- 
ola would  still  hold  the  lecture 
tonight  as  scheduled.  Schelle 
explained  that  Fr.  Sellinger  was 
originally  proposed  as  the  sub- 
stitute speaker,  but  there  was 
not  enough  time  to  properly 
coach  him  on  the  text  of  his 
speech. 

Consequently,  Mr.  Dave  Fried, 
Director  of  the  Student  Center, 
has  volunteered  his  services  and 
plans  to  give,  as  Mr.  Schelle 
disclosed,  “an  exciting  expose 
on  the  recurrence  of  poster  van- 
dalism in  the  student  center.” 

Mr.  Schelle  reiterated  that  the 
lecture  will  be  held  as  scheduled 
in  the  Andrew  White  Student 
Center  gymnasium  at  8 p.m. 
and  all  tickets  for  the  Kissinger 
lecture  will  be  honored. 


Dave  Fried  loses  face

We  realize  she 
doesn’t  lecture  very  often,  but 
decided  to  ask  her  anyway.  She 
just  has  so  much  to  say.” 

Mr.  Barrett  added  that,  while 
Ms.  Tiegs  expressed  reluctance 
initially  at  his  suggestion  to 
speak  at  Loyola,  the  recent  re- 
surgence of  cold  war-like  rela- 
tions between  nations  of  the 
world  convinced  her  of  the  need 
for  her  views  and  insights  to 
be  expressed  in  a public  forum, 
and  Loyola  was  fortunate  in  be- 
ing the  first  institute  of  higher 


education  to  request  her  services. 

Even  before  it  was  officially 
announced  that  Ms.  Tiegs  would 
appear,  students  began  camping 
out  in  the  Student  Union,  wait- 
ing for  tickets.

These  two  staffers— Editor-in- 
chief  Chris  Kaltenbach  and  Edit- 
orial Page  Editor  Lauren  Som- 
ody, may  not  have  any  reason 
to  come  back,  unless  replace- 
ments are  found  and  found  quick- 
ly- 

Unable  to  do  much  about  next 
year’s  unfortunate  situation,  but 
with  an  eye  towards  future 


generation,  editor  Kaltenbach 
has  come  up  with  an  ingenious 
plan  for  replacing  the  departing 
staff  members  — a plan  which 
will  take  a minimum  of  sixteen 
years  to  complete. 

At  a press  conference  held 
Tuesday  morning,  editors  Kal- 
tenbach and  Somody  outlined 
the  plan  for  reporters.  As  out- 
lined, the  plan  contains  five  steps:

creatin  is  completed,  and  enough 
offspring  have  been  produced, 
the  primary  staff  will  be  allowed 
to  leave,  whereupon  the  newly- 
begotten  staff  will  be  brought 
up  on  a steady  diet  of  layout 
procedures  and  hearty  news  leads. 

5)  After  a gestation  period  of 
fifteen-sixteen  years,  the  new 
staff  will  emerge  to  carry  on  in 
the  greatest  of  Greyhound  tradi- 
tions. 

Editor  Kaltenbach  concluded 
the  meeting  by  pointing  out  that, 
“This  plan,  although  tedious, 
guarantees  an  efficient  editorial 
staff.  And,  I can’t  help  but 
feel  that  it  will  serve  to  bring 
the  present  staff  closer  together.” 

Added  Ms.  Somody,  “And  it 
will  certainly  take  away  the  bur- 
dens of  maintaining  an  active 
social  fife,  thus  giving  us  all 
more  time  to  put  out  a superior 
product.”
